The child’s great great grandfather, 
Schockopee, aged over IOO years. 
The bodies of the three were found 
in the reservation home at 8:30 o'clock 
last night when Indians residing there 
rushed 
to 
the 
house 
on 
hearing 
screams. The bodies of Mrs. Hanks 
and the aged Indian were near the 
door as if they had attempted to es­ 
cape from the house. The child’* body 
was found in the bedroom. 
All* three bodies 
carried 
horrible 
cuts believed inflicted with an axe. 
Hanks was found by officers of the 
reservation and turned over to Mille 
Lacs county authorities. 
Authorities investigating the killings 
asserted that Hanks killed 
his 
kin 
while crazed with liquor following a 
family dispute. 
The heads of the victims were cut 
open and deep gashes inflicted in the 
shoulders. 
Hanks is a veteran of the world war 
and a graduate of 
Carlisle, 
Indian 
university. 
Schockopee was reported by Indians 
at the reservation to have been the 
oldest living there. He was not known 
to have a first name.
